We would like to suggest that the County of 
Vulcan Schools participate in the Centennial tree 
planting program sponsored jointly by the Federal 
Centennial Commission and the Alberta government. 

Driving by a few county schools in recent weeks 
it appears that — at the ones we’ve seen, at least — 
no particular effort has been made to plant trees 
around the buildings or otherwise beautify the 
grounds. Under the centennial tree planting program, 
the only cost would be the preparing of the planting 
sites and the necessary care and attention the trees 
would require in future years. 

The program will be operative through rural and 
urban school divisions and school committees can 
initiate the project through the office of the District 
Agriculturist. 

The Alberta Department of Agriculture will pro¬ 
vide tr^es 12 to 36 inches in height depending on the 
species. These will consist of Northwest Poplar, 
American or Manchurian Elm, Green Ash, Manitoba 
Maple, White or Colorado Spruce, Laurel Willow, etc. 
In addition, one Centennial Rosybloom Crabapple will 
be available for each school to commemorate the oc¬ 
casion in a planting ceremony. 

This tree planting program can be participated in 
prior to and during the centennial year of 1967.
